Sns])irions  Tales  Croat  lleliind  the  Curtain 


T T might  be  wise  to  take  some  of  the  tales 
| that  come  from  behind  the  Iron  Cur- 
tain with  a grain  of  salt  Scarcely  a 
week  passes  but  some  traveler  or  escapee 
appears  in  Western  Germany  with  a story 
of  feverish  Russian  activity.  Submarine 
pens  arc  being  built,  plane  runways  con- 
structed. so  many  tanks  assembled,  so 
many  divisions  assigned  here  and  there 
All  this  could  Indeed  be  true,  but  it  is  most 
unlikely  that  In  actual  fact  the  story-tellers 
would  know  much  about  Soviet  prepara- 
tions. 

The  suspicious  feature  of  these  tales  is 
that  the  teller  is  invariably  unnamed  and 
the  details  are  greatly  overdone.  Even  in 
countries  like  our  own  where  military 
manoeuvres  are  not  proscribed  to  the 
degree  that  undoubtedly  obtains  among 
Russia  and  the  satellite  nations,  the 
average  individual  is  unable  to  give  chapter 
and  verse  about  what  is  going  on  A 


trained  observer,  familiar  with  military 
techniques  might  find  this  difficult  were 
he  not  officially  informed  Commercial 
travelers  and  Individuals  fleeing*  to  the 
shelter  of  Western  Germany  are  scarcely 
dependable  observers. 

While  Russia  does  not  dispose  casually 
of  secrets,  however,  she  might  create  some 
to  bo  “planted"  outside  her  borders  in  order 
to  focus  Allied  attention  in  the  wrong 
direction.  That  alone  should  temper  un- 
due credulity.  Escapees  anxious  to  in- 
gratiate themselves  with  those  who  supply 
a haven  might  easily  invent  alleged  secrets, 
or  let  their  imaginations  run  away  with 
them.

On  Thursday  the  office  of  the  Minister 
of  Finance  supplied  the  Press  Gallcry-with 
a typewritten  announcement  to  the  effect 
that  Mr.  Anscomb  was  doing  very  well  with 
Progressive  Conservative  Associations  in 
the  Interior,  and  had  received  some  more 
votes  of  confidence  in  his  leadership  of  the 
party.  .Now  that  may  be  comforting  to  his 
supporters  here  and  of  some  interest  to  the 
public;  but  it  Is  the  sort  of  thing  that 
should  be  handled  by  party  headquarters 
and  Is  scarcely  the  function  of  an  office 
maintained  out  of  public  revenue.

against  the  possible  dangers  attend- 
ing use  of  antihistamine  drugs  issued 
this  week  by  Dr.  G.  F Ainyot,  British 
Columbia  deputy  minister  of  health  and 
Provincial  health  officer.  Dr.  Ainyot  not 
only  has  thrown  doubt  on  the  efficacy  of 
such  drugs  in  the  treatment  or  prevention 
of  common  colds,  but  also  has  directed 
attention  to  the  possibility  of  reactions  or 
upset,  drowsiness  and  Impairment  of  con- 
centration and  alertness. 


These  are  effects  which  have  been 
observed  and  publicized  by  many  other 
medical  authorities.  As  Dr.  Amyot  points 
out.  they  could  result  in  serious  errors  of 
judgment  in  traffic  and  hazardous  Indus- 
trial occupations.  In  those  circumstances 
the  release  of  antihistamines  for  un- 
restricted sale  from  July  3 onwards  seems 
premature.  Certainly  the  public  should 
heed  Dr.  Amyot’s  statement  and  should 
use  the  drugs  only  with  caution  as  to  their 
possible  consequences.

RETAIL  LUMBER  PRICES 

Sir,— I would  appreciate  a little  apace  In  your 
columns  to  refute  a wrong  impression  that  ha* 
been  created  by  reports  to  the  effect  that  tin* 
retail  price  on  common  lumber  was  raised  *28 
per  thousand  feet  In  Victoria  and  only  raised 
110  in  Vancouver  this  week,  although  the  re- 
tail price  In  both  cities  Is  the  same,  $90 

Going  back  to  lait  February,  when  the  retail 
price  was  raised  from  $80  to  $70.  in  Vancouver 
it  was  raised  from  $60  to  $71.  Since  that  time 
the  wholesale  market  has  been  climbing  steadily 
and  Vancouver  retail  prices  have  Jwrn  raised 
from  lime  to  time  lo  keep  pace  with  the  market; 
whereas  the  Victoria  retailers  have  consistently 
tried  to  hold  to  the  *70  price  until  it  got  to  the 
point  where  it  was  impossible  to  buy  even 
wholesale  at  that  price,  and  in  consequence 
there  has  been  practically  no  common  frame 
lumber  available  In  any  of  the  yards  for  the 
past  month  or  more,  and  It  finally  became 
necessary  to  raise  prices  in  accordance  With  the 
market  to  make  any  lumbor  available  to  the 
general  public  at  all. 

I would  like  to  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that 
for  the  past  few  months,  retail  prices  of  lumber 
In  Victoria  have  been  considerably  lower  than 
In  Vanoouver.  Nanaimo  or  even  Duncan.  In  spite 
of  the  fact  that  these  points  are  nearer  the 
main  source  of  supply,  and  Victoria  retailers 
hare  been  trucking  or  shipping  lumber  by 
freight  from  Hllicrest,  Clip  main  us,  Youbou  and 
other  points  Up-Island,  but  still  maintained  the 
lower  retail  price  despite  all  the  extra  cost. 

While  on  the  topic  of  lumber  prices.  It  is 
erroneous  to  create  -the  impression  that  wages 
regulate  the  selling  price  of  lumber  or  vice 
versa.  It  entirely  depends  on  the  export  market. 
When  the  export  demand  Is  great,  the  price 
riaea  accordingly,  and  although  I have  per- 
sonally no  interest  In  any  sawmill,  It  Is  only 
fair  to  say  that  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the 
present  export  price  Is  184  (Canadian  funds • 
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for  common  lumber,  million*  of  feci  of  lumber 
has  been  supplied  and  u si  ill  being  supplied  to 
local  projects  at  the  old  prices,  and. distributed 
locally  at  wholesale  prices  far  below  the  export 
price  by_  some  or  the  large  local  mills,  and  I 
think  credit  Is  due  them  for  doing  so.  . . . 

When  the  mills  are  celling  high  prices  for 
their  lumber,  the  logging  operator  demands 
a higher  price  for  logs,  and  the  millhands. 
loggers  and  woodworkers  demand  higher  wages. 
The  consumer  public  fools  the  bill  and  the 
retail  lumber  dealer  takes  all  the  blame  and 
abuse.

ALTHOUOH  xhe  frankly  sia’.ed, 
when  I asked  for  a name,  that 
personal  publicity  had  no  part  In  her 
interest  regarding  the  matter  she 
wanted  to  talk  about,  the  lady  evi- 
dently believed  there  were  good  rea- 
sons for  her  assumption  that  the 
blame  so  rreely  attributed  to  present- 
day  home  life  by  certain  folk  was 
not  in  accord  with  the  facts. 

She  was  really  on  a sort  of  argu- 
mentative warpath,  one  could  gather, 
and  yet  seemed  lo  appreciate  the  sav- 
ing grace  of  restraint;  buL  why  she 
picked  on  me  to  pass'  on  her  con- 
sidered opinions  regarding  a highly 
controversial  and  explosive  subject 
like  juvenile  delinquency.  I'll  prob- 
ably never  know.  Anyway,  she  had 
her-  say. 

Possibly  the  mother  of  teen-agers 
who  may  or  may  not  be  presenting 
some  problems  typical  of  present  day- 
to-day  living,  the  lady  very  evidently 
did  not  see  eyv-to-cye  with  outspoken 
folk  who  hold  that  the  indifference 
or  present-day  parents  and  the  lack 
of  discipline  In  the  schools  are  re- 
sponsible for  the  whole  sorry  business. 


While  granting  that  some  of  the 
youth  delinquency  now  prevailing 
might  be  traced  to  111-planncd  family 
affairs,  this,  she  contended,  did  not 
explain  convincingly  the  records  police 
courts  in  most  communities  are  estab- 
lishing day  by  day  In  the  realm  of 
teen-age  wrongdoing

Just  think  what  a 
strain  all  this  talk  of  the  machinery 
of  destruction  can  ^Inflict  on  young 
mlnda— atom  bombs,  the  killing  po- 
tential of  machines  being  perfected

WASHINGTON.— The  United  Na- 
tions Is  quietly  setting  up  an 
international  cartel  to  curb  illicit 
trafficking  In  drugs  throughout  the 
world. 

According  to  Robert  S.  Winslow, 
spcrctarfv-gcneral  of  the  United  States 
U.N.  Mission,  the  United  Nations  Is 
now  drafting  the  international  agree- 
ment under  which  governments  could 
operate  the  International  monopoly. 

The  plan,  It  was  revealed,  already 
has  been  discussed  by  the  15  countries 
which  make  up  the  membership  of 
the  United  Nations  Narcotics  Com- 
mission. The  commission  Includes 
the  United  States,  Soviet  Russia,  the 
United  Kingdom,  Canada,  China, 
Egypt,  France.  India,  Iran,  Mexico, 
Peru.  Poland.  Yugoslavia,  Turkey  and 
The  Netherlands. 

The  Soviet  Union.  It  was  reported, 
la  entirely  agreeable  to  this  plan  and 
Is  working  closely  with  the  United 
States  to  ban  the  traffic  of  Illicit 
drugs  In  underground  channels 
♦ ♦ ♦ 

Under  the  plan,  Winslow  says  that 
the  producing  countries  would  pool 
all  their  (Jrug  production  and  the 
International  pool,  in  turn,  would 
control  the  sales  of  opium  and  other 
narcotics. 

"In  other  words,”  he  explained,  "ail 
sales  would  he  channeled  through  this 
single  organisation  so  that  you  would 
have  control  over  every  ounce  of  nar- 
cotics from  the  time  it  Is  produced 
until  It  is  distributed 
John  D.  Htckerson,  Assistant  Secre- 
tary of  stat*  fur  United  Nation* 
affairs  predicted  that  under  this 
plan  Ihe  illicit  traffic  soon  would  be 


slopped  because  the  Narco  Uca  Com- 
mission ‘‘has  been  one  ol  the  most 
effective  bodies  In  International  co- 
operation " 

"There  is  still  smuggling,  of  course, 
but  the  United  Nations  Is  attempting 
to  control  the  production  and  distri- 
bution of  narcotic  drugs  on  the  world 
scene."  he  ahd  Winslow  said. 

U.8.  Narcotics  Commissioner  11  J. 
Anslinger  told  a Senate  appropria- 
tions sub-committee  that  there  re- 
cently has  been  a big  Increase  in  the 
flood  of  narcotic*  In  some  ellles.  par- 
ticularly New  York.  Chicago  and  Sun 
Francisco.  Anslinger  attributed  this 
sharp  rise  to  an  Increase  of  opium 
production  In  Iran  and  to  the  fact 
•that  in  Peru  18  cocaine  factories  were 
In  full  operation  last  year. 

"When  those  18  cocaine  factorie* 
were  licensed,  It  flooded  the  (fbuntry 
with  cocoalne  since  there  were  very 
substantial  leakages  Into  Illicit  traf- 
fic," he  said. 

•*  * * 

The  cartel  plan  would  be  aimed 
primarily  at  these  drug-producing 
countries  and  such  other  producers 
as  Turkey,  India,  and  Yugoslavia. 
Iran,  alone,  now  produces  two  to 
three  times  the  total  world  need  of 
opium. 

Anslinger  said  that  the  production 
of  synthetic  drugs  which  cropped  up 
immediately  after  the  war  was  now 
under  full  control  and  was  no  longer 
a source  for  Illicit  trafficking. 

If  the  cartel  plan  Is  put  Into  effect, 
narcotics  experts  claimed  that  the 
flow  of  other  drugs  also  would  be 
slopped,  and  the  production  of  opium 
limited  strictly  to  the  world  * medical 
need*.  The  plan  is  to  be  discussed 
further  next  month  a!  the  United 
Nations.

one  of  America'*  greatest  pereonal 
fortunes,  and  gave  away  vast 
amounts  of  It,  died  today  at  the 
age  of  »o. 

Samuel  S Pels,  a childless 
widower,  bubbled  a family  kitchen 
soap  formula  into  a fortune  bo  large 
that  a report  hi*  philanthropic* 
topped  $40,000,000.  gained  circula- 
tion. He  died  alter  a brief  illness 
at  hoepltal. 

In  hi*  30th  year.  Pels  was  told  tie 
was  a doubtful  risk  for  life  in- 
surance, but  he  lived  to  be  90.  He 
left  school  to  go  to  work  at  the 
age  of  16.  and  died  respected  lor 
philosophic  wisdom  as  well  a* 
business  acumen. 

The  world-wide  doubts  and  fore- 
boding* of  Pels’  last  year*  failed 
to  dim  what  he  saw  as  a bright 
world  future  and  left  him  unshaken 
in  a firm  belief  that  democracy  Is 
the  future.

a kilometre  from  the  mouth  of  the 
Tu  River. 

“The  gunboat,  which  carried  no 
flag,  opened  fir*  as  Chinese  plane* 
dived  to  bombing  and  strafing 
attack  on  the  freighter.  The  planes 
made  five  attack*,  acorltTg  repeat- 
1 edly  while  under  constant  fire  from 
the  gunboat,  which  had  moved  to 
within  less  than  a mile  of  the  ship. 
"Tlie  gunboat  at  no  time  during 
1 Its  attack  raised  its  colors.  It  was 
not  Identified.  The  entire  attack 
this  morning  took  place  within  less 
: than  two  miles  off  the  shore.”

A long  series  of  amendment*  to 
the  Canada  Shipping  Act  are 
embodied  In  the  legislation,  approved 
earlier  by  the  Senate. 

The  changes  were  made  largely 
to  conform  with  the  international 
convention  for  the  safety  of  life  at 
aea.  Canada  signed  the  treaty  two 
years  ago,  and  it  received  automatic 
ratification  today  a*  part  of  Ihe 
shipping  act  bill.

Pitt  Robbia*,  editor  of  The  Times  of 
London,  said  yesterday  that  the  ac- 
count of  the  abdication  given  by  the 
Duke  of  Windsor  in  hi*  memoir*  U 
not  a true  picture  or  what  happened.

Cosmo  Lang,  a*  a “shadowy  figure” 
in  the  background  of  the  troubled 
situation.  He  said  the  cable*  sent  to 
sound  out  the  Dominion*’  views  were 
| written  by  Mr.  Baldwin  alone  and 
he  suggested  that,  as  the  crisis 
i neared  It*  climax,  the  Prime  Minis- 
ter continued  to  work  br  devious 
means  to  prevent  the  Dukes  mar- 
riage to  Mr*.  Wallis  Simpson. 

“Mr.  Baldwin  had  a real  affection 
for  the  monarch,  as  he  callrkl  him  in 
those  days.  He  hoped  and  believed 
that  he  could  persuade  the  Duke  to 
change  his  mind  ...  He  told  me 
once  there  was  a time  when  he 
(Baldwin)  loved  him  almost  like  his

Q.  How  did  men*  trouser.*  gel  so 
curious  s name  as  ••pants"?  To  me. 
a pant  is  a gasping  breath,  like  a 
dog’s  pant#— AJ3. 

A.  Let  ua  turn  the  calendar  back 
to  the  days  of  ancient  Oreece.  A 
favorite  given  name  for  men  wa# 
Pantaleon.  which  ha#  the  brave 
meaning  "all  Hon." 

In  the  second  century  a famous 
Roman  physician  bore  the  name 
Pantaleone.  He  was  martyred  (Ai). 
305i  because  of  hi#  Christian  faith, 
and  later  became  the  patron  saint 
of  physician#  and  of  the  city  of 
Venice. 

Because  of  the  salnl's  popularity. 
Pantaleone  became  a favorite  given 
name  among  Venetian#,  so  much  so 
that  Pantaleone  came  lo  be  a wide- 
spread nickname  for  all  male  Vene- 
tians. 

Then.  In  the  old  Italian  popular 
comed>\  the  name  Pantalone  was 
given  to  the  main  comic  character, 
always  depicted  a#  a silly  old  man 
with  spectacle#  and  wearing  slip- 
pers. a long,  loose  coat,  and  a tight- 
fitting,  trouser# -like  garment  from 
the  waist  to  the  ankles. 

In  time,  pantalone  became  a 
synonymous  term  for  buffoon;  a 
toterlng  dotard.
